Claims 1,8-9,13-27,30-31,33, and 41 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of claims 33, 41-42, 45, 49, and 56-58 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph in the previous Office action is withdrawn due 
to Applicant's argument and amendment on paper dated on 04/07/2008. 

The rejection of claims 1-3, 8-27, 30-31, 41-42, 45, 49, and 56-58 
over US 2007/0105865, US 2004/0156869, US 2005/0215575, US 
7,074,799 under Obvious-Type Double Patenting in the previous office 
action is withdrawn due to applicant's argument on paper dated on 
04/07/2008. Applicants argue that the instant pending claims are directed 
to compounds (including salts, and compositions and methods of use 
thereof) in which the compound includes at least one phosphate or 
phosphonate group. None of the compounds in the references in above 
rejection include at least one phosphate or phosphonate group, as 
required by the claims of the instant application.
